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any further expression of her views. The 
Queen not only refuses to see newspaper peo- 
ple, but excludes all but her most intimate 
friends. She is occasionally seen in the 
grounds of her handsome residence at Wash- 
ington Place, near the former palace, or driv- 
ing to her country house at the watering re- 
sort of Waikiki. 

In company with Robert Wilcox a visit was 
paid to the Dowager Queen Kakiolani, widow 
of the late King Kalakaua. She was found 
surrounded by evidences of taste and culture. 
Kakiolani speaks but little English and the 
spectacle presented itself of an ex-revolution- 
ist acting in a friendly way as an interpreter 
between an American newspaper representa- 


tive and a royal petsonage whose husband Mr.. 


Wilcox had sought in 1889 to dethrone. The 
ex-Queen is gradually recovering from a 
partial paralysis of the left side, with which 
she has been afflicted for some months. She 
listened with interest to the latest intelligence 
from beyond the sea, and while she would not 
discuss the downfall of her house expressed 
herself as trouvled at the outcome of the 
situation, not knowing what America would 
do, and saying she had no friend to guide her 
opinion. When asked if she thought native 
Hawaiians would fare better as part of the 
people of the United States than under the 
protection of other foreign powers she as- 
sented, and brightened visibly when Mr. Wil 
cox stated that the prosperity of the islands 
would greatly enhance under the new order of 
things, ahd that a stable government once as- 
sured representation by Hawauians in the 
affairs of the State would be sure to follow. 

As to the matter of pensioning Liliuokla- 
ni and Kaiulani, the Dowager Queen evinced 

nsiderable interest in an indirect way. She 
is now receiving a small anuuity from the 
local government and would undoubtedly de- 
sire to have it continued if not increased un- 


der whatever conditions may arise, During 


the conversation she. referred to the fact that 
she had not been on calling terms with Lili- 
uokalani, and though they still exchanged 
salutations whenever they chanced to meet 
she still felt some hesitation about visiting 

er. 
’ A. S. Cleghorn, Collector of Customs and 
father of the Princess Kaiulani, said today: 
I had hoped to see the Princess placed on 
the throne, backed by an American protec- 
torate. Kaiulani has been carefully educated 
and has no nonsensical ideas.” Regarding 
the statement published in the American pa- 
pers that the whereabouts of the Princess is 
being kept secret, Mr, Cleghorn said such 
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No, I have nothing to tell you; nothing at 
all,” said he, If I had any dispatches I cer- 
tainly should not disclose their contents. Of 
course they say now that it looks like annexa- 
non, but I do not think so. The United 
States can hardly afford to coerce 40,000 peo- 
ple without allowing them to have a voice in 
their future destiny. They don’t want to be 
annexed. I feel sure of that, and the best 
way to prove it will be to take a poll 
of the natives. It appears to me that 
the United States should send a com- 
mission here and not take everything 
told them by the Commissioners of the 
provisional government as correct, that is not 
a representative commission at all. It is only 
com posed of a few interested persons. Neither 
for that matter is the provisional government 
a representative body. I have recognized it, 
but only asa de facto government, pending 
instructions from England.“ 

“Do you anticipate any trouble?“ was 
asked. 

It is hard to say.“ said the Major with a 
shake of his head.

Wasntnaron, D. C., March &-—[Special.]— 
Secretary Carlisle has no doubt about his au- 
thority to msue bonds, He has stated this 
fact definitely and unreservedly a dozen times 
or more. His opinion simply agrees with 
that held by the leading men of Congress on 
both the Finance and the Judiciary commit- 
tees, as well as those who drafted the resump- 
tion law. Senator Sherman has frequently 
stated that in his opinion there was not a 
shadow of doubt about the authority of the 
Secretary of the Treasury. This is known to 
be the opinion of the Cleveland Administra- 
tion. It 1s the opinion of Mr. Cleveland him- 
self, of Judge Gresham, and of other mem- 
bers of the Cabinet. 

The Sherman bond amendment was intro- 
duced, not becfiuse of any doubts about the 
authority of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
but because it proposed a more advantageous 
way of issuing the bonds than that which ob- 
tained under existing law. When the amend- 
ment was abandoned the specific statement 
was made that the incoming admunistration 
did not deem it vital because Mr. Cleveland 
and his advisers felt satisfied: that the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury under the existing law 
had all the necessary power. This isso well 
understood that it is idle to talk about the ad- 
ministration entertaining any doubts concern- 
ing its authority to issue bonds. 

The only question is one of policy. Secre- 
tary Carlisle does rot want to issue bonds if 
he can help it, but his remedy for the existing 
goid drain is limited by the knowledge that 
Mr. Cleveland is determined to maintain the 
$100,000,000 reserve as a sacred reserve. How- 
ever, aslong as he can gold above that 
amount he won't issue bo 

Yesterday $700,000 gold went into the Sub- 
treasury in New York because a bank there 
had to have currency. This partially effected 
the shipments. The offer of the Denver banks 
to exchange $1,000,000 treasury notes and give 
the Treasury gold came at an opportune time 

was accepted, as will be all other such 
offers, It may be that enough gold will be 
had in this way to keep the reserve $3,000,000 
or $4,000.000 above the 5100, 000, 000 limit for 
some time to come. 


DENVER READY WITH ITS MILLION. 


Its Clearing-House Association Will Make 
Good Its Offer Uncle Sam. 

Denver, Colo., March 8.—I Special. — The 
Clearing House met this afternoon and wired 
Secretary Carlisle that the $1,000,000 of gold 
was ready for delivery at any time. The 
banks also ask the Secretary to send fives, 
tens, and twenties. They want these small 
bills so as to readily put the money into cir- 
culation, and they do not want ones or twos, 


because the people of this part of the country 
prefer silver dollars to bills of those denom- 
ynations. The transfer is to be made at the 
little branch mint in this city, which is not a 
coinage mint. The First National, David H. 
Moffat’s bank, will put up $250,000; the Col- 
orado National $150,000, and the other nine na- 
tional banks the balance. 

Thomas Keeley of the First National Bank 
said that the clearing-house banks held $2,500, - 
000 besides the amount offered to the govern- 
ment, but as a business precaution would not 
let it all go. Private banks also bold large 
sums of gold coin. 

Secretary C. M. Clinton of the Clearing- 
House Association stated that the yellow 
metal was on hand for the C. O. D. proposi- 


tion.

The banks are much pleased at the action of 
the Secretary of the Treasury, because it 
enables them to show that they ere not parties 
to any scheme to lock up — and embarrass 
the financial situation. ir offer was due 
to sensational reports that they were hoarding 
gold as a drastic measure to deplete the sup- 
ply of specie and thus hasten silver restora- 
tion by precipitating a panic, in which the in- 
adequacy of the gold supply to serve asa 
basis of business would be demonstrated. 

It is stated unofficially that there must be 
$15,000,000 of gold in the banks and in active 
circulation inthis State. There is propor- 
thonately much more gold in use bere than in 
Eastern States. Many large firms pay their 
employés in gold, as a matter of custom, and 
it thus passes in and out of the banks ina 
continuous stream. 

The belief is expressed in banking cifcles 
that the Secretary can get gold from the clear- 
ing-houses of many cities if he asks for it, and 
need not sell any bonds to procure the yellow 
metal.

DANGER OF FINANCIAL PANIC OVER. 


The New York “Herald” Correspondent 
Learns the Reserve May Be Used. 
New York, March 8.— [Special. |—A Herald 


special from Washmgton says: 

There is no longer any danger of a flnancial panic. 
The new administration will not issue any bonds. 
It has been decided that the $100,000,000 reserve fund 
can be used to meet any demands made upon the 
United States Treasury. This is in conflict tothe 
opinion so often expressed by former Secretaries 
of the Treasury, and is rather startli The 
basis of this action is a decision of Solicitor- 
General Aldrich, who declares there is nothing in 
existing law to prevent the use of the gold re- 
serve, The Harrison administration seriously 
considered daring its latter days the issuing of 
bonds to meet the exigency of the situation. 
Under what is now known be a misapprehen- 
sion it was held that the $100,000,000 gold known 
as the “reserve fund” were not available for re- 
demptive purposes. 

The pressure brought to bear upon the adminis- 
tration to issue bonds was very great. A financial 
panic was imminent. The amount of “ free gold 
has dwindled until it is today only a trifle over 
$1.000,000. The solution of the problem of how to 
meet further demands is made in the opinion 
passed by the Solicitor-General that the $100,000,- 
000 reserve fund can legally be used for redemptive

did.“ said ne. The exigency never arose 
under which it became necessary to file this 
opinion. There is no positive provision of the law 
requiring that a $100,000,000 reserve shall be kept 
intact. It is also true under the law, as I under 
stand it, that all legal tender notes may be re- 
deemed in coin. My opinion upon the matter is 
that the Secretary of the Treasury has the con- 
tinuing power to issue bonds to redeem the legal 
tenders of 1862 and 1563 and reissued under the act 
of May 31. 1878, bat I am of the opinion that it is not 
at all necessary. There is no requir@ment that 
the redemption of legal tender be made in gold. 
As to the policy of using silver, I am not prepared 
to urge this action. It might cause a panic, but 
it could undoubtedly be done. Again, the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury has no power to issue bonds 
not redeemable in either gold or silver. The law 
stipulates that they shall be redeemed in coin, 
which means either gold or silver now and did so 
mean at the time of the ge of tne act.

That only half a dozen natives 
attended is construed by many to. prove 
a strong anti-annexation feeling. Not at 
all. It was simply a natural sequence.

down. This flaunting victory in the face of 
the vanquished was bad enough, and to cap 
the climax the Invitahon committee sent a 
card to Liliuokalani, recently Queen of ail 
Hawaii, addressed Mrs. Dominis.“ 

At the reception Capt. Wiltse was called 
upon for a speech, after which Lieut. Lucien 
Young returned thanks un behalf of the officers 
and crew of the Boston for the honor con- 
ferred upon their commanding officer. In the 
course of his speech Lieut. Young said: 

It is not often you will find man taking risks 
that might result in loss of high position only 
once obtained in a lifetime, Yet when the hour 
came Capt. Wiitse did not hesitate but acted at 
once. The prompt measures taken by him were 
the means of preserving life and preventing the 
loss of property. When the Stars and Stripes 
rose over the Government Building it proclaimed 
to all Hawaiians that popular will should oscupy 
the throne of sovereignty and that the only mon- 
arch which freedom would tolerate on these 
islands was public opinion. 

President Dole also made a short speech, 
after which Dr. McGrew, an annexationist of 
twenty-five years’ standing, called for three 
cheers for Capt. Wiltse, which were given. 

Monday, Feb. 27, Capt. Wiltee was given a 
farewell dinner by Minister of Finance Jones, 
at which the other guests were Capt. Ludlow 
of the Mohican, Capt. Whitmg of the Alli- 
ance, President Dole, Vice-President Damon. 
United States Consul-General Severance, Chief 
Justice Judd, and others of the provisional 
government. 

Capt. B. F. Day; acting under orders of 
Dec. 24 transferring him from the Mohican 
to the Boston, assumed command of the Bos- 
ton today. 


ANTI-ANNEXATIONISTS MEET. 


They Decide That It Would Be Unwise to 
Attempt to Hold a Mass- Meeting. 
From a Staff Correspondent of Tun Tripune.]

A secret meeting of the anti-annexation 
party was held Sunday, Feb. 27. John F. Ool- 
burn was named President and Charles 
Creighton, late Deputy Attorney-General, 
Secretary. As this was a continued meeting 


from one held in a similar secret manner sev- 
eral 


days ago the President in Lehalf 
of those who had not been present 
at the first session explained the object of the 
gathering and then called upon C. W. Ashford 
as one of the committee to report progress. 
Mr. Ashford stated that he had decided that it 
would be unwise to attempt to hoid a mass- 
meeting as early as Tuesday night, giving his 
reason that the natives would require educat- 
ing before they could be made to recognize 
either the importance or the advisability of 
such a step. 

“ Assuming that we have been annexed,” 
said he, to forward a protest against annexa- 
tion would avail nothing. Our only aim then 
is to ask that tbe Hawaiians de allowed to 
continue a form of government that will af- 
ford to them the privileges which they have 
enjoyed for half a century.“ 

That the Stars and Stripes wil] never be 
lowered on the Hawaiian Islands is now be- 
lieved throughout the group. To analyze the 
feeling which accompanies this is a difficult 
matter for the reason that the native has so long 
so long dreaded the power of royalty that he 
is not yet used to the freedom of speech en- 
joyed by his brethren to be. Put the many 
questions to vote and grant the franchise to 
natives only the results would be as follows: 
Should Lilioukalani be restored to power? 
No. Should Princess Kaiulani be given the 
throne? Les. Shall the islands be annexed? 
No, not with the agents for the provisional 
government making the terms. 

Thus does the average Kanaka feel today, 
but he is not aggressive with his belief; 
indeed, he does not worry himself over any 
difference of —— opinion. His nature is 
too happy to be clouded; he has accepted the 
inevitable. He has been told that his ‘flag 
will disappear and another and stronger will 
take its place. He shrugged his shoulders 
when he heard it and for a day or two looked

Some profess to believe that there will be 
sharp party lines in Hawaii, drawn upon the 
question of annexation.

They be- 
sieged the office of their Consul, and it was 
midaight before they could be convinced to 
the contrary.

CIVIL WAR MIGHT FOLLOW... 


If the United States Does Not Annex the 
Isiands Trouble Will Come, 
[Correspondence of Associated Press.]

Via San Francisco, March 8. 

The early part of the present week wit- 
nessed scenes of much enthusiasm in Hono- 
lulu, and the Stars‘and Stripes were proba- 
bly more generally displayed than at any 
time in Hawaiian history. The arrival of 
the steamship China from San Francisco 
Monday. Feb. 20, followed by that of the Aus- 
tralia Feb. 22, brought intelligence that caused 
great satisfaction to the provisional govern- 
ment and the American party in the islands. 
On the first-named date, when it became 
known that President Harrison and his Cab- 
inet had decided what is esteemed here a 
favorable course in regard to the disposition 
of the islands excited throngs gathered about 
the mail dock, the postoffice, and the news 
stands, and discussed the information re- 
ceived. The prompt action of the administra- 
tion in the matter wag warwly commended 
by Americans, irrespective of party affila- 
tions, as well as by many of the German resi- 
dents and of the more intelligent natives. 

The scene, however, was nothing like, that 
of Feb. 22 when the Australia brought the 
news that the message from President Harri- 
sop providing foratreaty of annexation of 
the islands haa gone to the Senate. The day 
was the anniversary of the birth of Washing- 
ton and was being observed as a general holi- 
day. The strevts were filied with natives and 
others in their best attire. Fil were float-

ith the exce of United States Min- 
ister Stevens and a few others none had ex- 
pected that such speedy action would be 
taken by the aimisistration. Col. Soper, 
commanding the rovisional government 
forces, was applauded when he expressed 
himself in favor of a salute of 100 guns in 
honor of the occasion. * 

On board the United States flagship Mohi- 
can Admiral Skerrett and his staff were hold- 
inga reception, and hither came all of the 
prominent personages of Honoluln, exclusive 
of the more prominent royalists. The dis- 
patch from Washington announcing the re- 
ceipt of the annexation message by the Senate 
was shown to Admiral Skerrett and Capt. 
Wiltse and to President Dole, Minister of 
Finance Jones, and others of the provisional 
government. It proved to be the latest intel- 
ligence received. The dispatch was handed 
about and read with many expressions of sat- 
isfaction. 5 

United States Minister Stevens, owing to 
the recent loss of his daughter, did not attend 
the anniversary exercises, but the dispatch 
was shown him subsequently. He also stated 
that so faras he knew it was the latest in- 
formation received. Minister Stevens de- 
clinea to speak officially, but expressed his in- 
dividual opinion by saying; “I expected 
there wuld be some opposition in the House, 
and am. surprised somewhat to find by the 
columns of the newspapers that there is about 
the same unanimity there as appears to pre- 
vail in the Senate. I think the matter is set- 
tled except as to minor details. 


Might Take Up Arms. 


At the close of last week the rumor was cur- 
rent on the streets of Honolulu that the Sen- 
ate would not ratify the treaty of annexation 
and it is stated several wagers were mada that 
the Queen would come again to the throne. 
Several members of the Advisory Council in 
discussing the rumor said that if the Unitea 
States should refuse to take action it would 
drive the provisional government to again 
take up arms. One of them said: We fought 
to obtain the ground we have secured and we 
will fight to maintain it. There are fifteen 
persons, at feast, in this country who would 
be instantly deported iftrouble again arose. 
There are a number of others who would be 
taken out and hanged to a tree and shot. 

When asked if overtures would be made to 
other powers if the United States chose to de- 
cline to accept, the propositions of the Ha- 
waiian Commissioners, the Counciliors re- 
plied that they might be compelled to apply 
elsewhere if the United States forces were 
withdrawn. 

In this connection it may be stated as a bit 
of history not ＋ known that good au- 
thority has it that the raising of the Amerioan 
flag over the Government building was forced 
upon Minister Stevens and President Dole 
by the action of the British Minister 
in writing a letter the previous day demand- 
ing the withdrawal of the Boston’s forces. The 
provisiona: government, it is stated recog- 
nized their inability to cope with the Queen ~ 
party without assistance of the blue jackets 
and a consultation determined that the only 
course to be taken was to declare an Ameri- 
can protectortate, in which Minister Stevens 
acquiesced. 

United States Minister Stevens, in an inter- 
view, said that Queen Liliuokalani has made 
no proposition to the United States as to the 
amount of tne pension which it might be pre- 
sumed she would receive. She would prob- 
ably trust to the grace of the people of the 
United States in the matter, though her rep- 
resentative, Mr. Neumann, would make the 
best terms undoubtedly that he could. Con- 
cerning the published statements that a lump 
sum of $250,000 would be tendered her in 
place of an annuity, he said that this plan 
seemed more in accordance with American 
— thong 1 was held by others that it 


of editing his newspaper, the Liberal, 
as accepted the new order of things and is a 
st believer in annexation.

advantages will accrue, 
. to young Hawaiians, from the es- 
tablishment of a republican government in 
the islands, particularly when such govern- 
ment is inaugurated by the United States, and 
is counseling his friends to use their influence 
among the elder people who still fucline to 
rule. The main idea to 
be controverted in order to appease 
the native hostility to annexation is 
that the Hawaiians are to be entirely deprived 
of any rights which they may and are 
to be placed absolutely under the power of 
what they term the “missionary” element, 
which is cumposed of the most influential 
whites on the islands. To the natives, laws 
similar to thuse of the old blue laws of Puri- 
tan New England mean hardly less than 
slavery, and the power and influence conse- 
vent upon a combination of the people, who, 
they consider, incline to such laws, appear to 
threaten their very existenge. 

However, the politics of the Sandwich Isl- 
ahds is so con, piex despite its crudity 
no one idea has domina or can dominate 
the native mind for any length of tame. 


How the Natives Feel. 


A careful canvass has been made of the 
native side of the question. Asa result two 
general propositions stand forth, that n gen- 
eral insurrection against the United States 
authority could be originated, no matter what 
might be done under other rule. Secondly, that 
annexation, if it did not carry with it disfran- 
chisement of native voters for a long period. 
would not be altogether unpopular. There is 
no doubt but that much injustice has in one 
way or &hother been done Queen Liluokalani, 
but it is more an outgrowth of Hawaiian 
polities for the last ten years than the effect of 
some recent cayse, although the popular idea 
ascribes her downfall solely to the effort to 
force an obnoxiovs constitution upon the 


country. 
Judge Alfred S. Hartwell, one of the most 
prominent men in Hawaii and whose counsel 
has frequently been sought whenever a crisis 
has arisen in political affairs, in speaking of 
the revolution, said: “I did not join in the 
movement because, with my military expe- 
nence, I did not understand how it could suc. 
The uprising was not preconcerted. 
There was not the slightest organization, 
there was no supply of arms or ammunition. 
The capitalists ers had not favored 
annexation, but ir wi 
keep the old status. It was only when the 
situation became unendurable that they fell 
into line. The men who deposed the Queen 
took their lives im their hands when they an- 
nounced tne Hawaiian monarchy abrogated. 
They were not conspirators nor self-seekers. 
I know each of them well. No higher motives 
ever existed than those which led them to at- 
tack the source of Hawaiian national corrup- 
tion. It is an error to suppose that Capt. 
Wiltée and Minister Stevens were in collusion 
with the Americans to force annexation. 
Whatever their opinions were they did noth- 
ig until American interests were in peril. 
Lite and property were in imminent 
danger when the Boston landed its 
men. A delay of two hours would 
have brought on darkness and tumult. The 
United States protectorate was not declared 
a day too soon. Although nearly all the inde- 
pendent and forceful minds in the community 
were on the side of new government, yet the 
ex-Queen, ex- ministers, ex-royal favorites and 
boodlers were making muschief in leading the 
natives to think that their property was to 
be taken from them, and that the action of 
the American Minister and Capt. Wiltse 
would not be approvéd in Washington. The 
success of the movement has led many to 
thiok it was planned in advance.“ 


The Native Sons of Hawaii. ; 


Ex-Minister Cummi who had much to 
do with organizing the Native Sons of Hawaii, 
says that order is still in existence. It is, or 
was, divided into four sections of thirty-one 
mem bers each, the members of one section 
being unknown to those of another, thus 
guardi against treachery. Mr. Cummings 
exhibited a copy of the constitution and one 
of the rosters of the order. Outside of its 
motto, Hawaii for the Hawaiians,” and the 
declaration that members will work 
fot tne welfare of their native coun- 
try the objects of the order appear to be 
fraternal Mr. Cummings in expressing his 
views on annezation said he believed it had 
been brought about by the sugar planters, 
who were losing large sums under the opera- 
tion of the McKinley bill. If the country was 
to be annexed he naturally preferred that it 
be to the United States, and he intimated that 
thé Native Sons of Hawaii would prove an in- 
fluential body on any stand they might take. 
Among his numerous friends Mr. Cummings 
is regarded as a conservative, whose influence 
is used in behalf of whatever cause he consid- 
ers just and forno other purpose. , 

Samuel Parker, ex-Premier and a repre- 
sentative Hawaiian, tersely expressed his views 
when he said there would be no trouble. The 
Hawaiians would have to be satisfied with 
what they could get from the United States. 
Be cannot be choosers,”’ he said. He 
th that if a Board of Commissioners 
ruled the islands it should have some local 
representatives among its mem bers. 

A statement which the Japanese Commis- 
sioner here declines to affirm or deny is that 
Japan has for some time secretly been en- 
couraging immi ion from its shores to 
Hawaii with the idea of colonizing the islands, 
and that when intelligence was cabled of the 
overthrow of the Queen a cruiser was dis- 
patched to ascertain what it could do in the 
way of annexation.

Lilicakalani Scores Steveas, 


Lilioukalani next refers to United States 


Minister Stevens as follows: The position 


taken by the present American Minister has 


been consistently unfriendly and quarrelsome. 


The address he delivered to me on my acces- 


sion woula lead me to suppose that he consid- 


ered the American protecturate established at 


that day. It was a lecture and not an expres- 
sion of seasonable sentiments. 1 did thiak it 
a most inconsiderate 6 
of the other representativés chose my 
coronation day as an occasion for threats 
and penalties. Agaif, in October last 
Mr. Stevens sought an audience of me. It is 
the usual etiquette on such occasion to inforra 
the Minister of Foreign Affairs of the object 
of the audience, 80 sovereign may 
not be taken by surprise at the presentation 
of some unexpected matter. The Amer- 
ican Minister deemed it consistent with 
his idea of courtesy to refuse to give any 
intimation of the cause of his visit. 
I received him notwithstanding. No sooner 
had I bowed to him than he gave sigus of 
laboring under strong excitement. He read 
a paragraph from the Daily Bulletin, a Hono- 
lulu evening paper, which he said was an in- 
fraction of his rights as accredited represent- 
ative of a foreign ‘power. Trembling with 
emotion he read a section from the interna- 
tional code or some such book which he had 
brought with him. At the conclusion of his 
remarks I informed him that I should leave the 
matter in the hands of my Ministers, who 
would give it their immediate and earnest at- 
tention. I thereupon withdrew. The Ameri- 
can Minister declared that he w uld hold the 
Hawaiian Government responsible for the 
article complained of. The Bulletin was not 
directly nor indirectly controlled by the gov- 
ernment and my Ministers explained this po- 
sition of the case to the American Minister, 
who declined to be pacified or even 
to believe their assurance of irresponsibility. 
He was evidently bent on picking a quarrel. 
His manifest aim was to embarrass me, His 
reluctance to accept the sincere explanations 
was in distinct contrast with the conduct of 
my people in in. mediately withdrawmg from 
the indignant position they had taken con- 
cerning Mr. Stevens’ startling remark at

a technicality and some were cummitted for 
trial. In the midst of the trial Mr. Stevens 
delivered his Decoration day speech. He ridi- 
culed political trials; he drew comparisons 
most unfavorable to Hawaii; he sneered at 
royalty, spoke ili of the monarch, and cursed 
the country. The question seriously presented 
itself to the minds of mary people if this 
speech did not constitute a glaring infraction 
of the duties aud courtesy pertaining to a rep- 
resentative of a foreign power.“ 
How the Constitution Was Made. 


Liliuokalani then returnsto the subject of 
Constitution and says: At length the faulti- 
nesa of the Constitution reached its culminat- 
ing point when the Supreme Court decided 
that any amendment to it might be made 
without my approval or signature. What then 
was to prevent any revolutionary amendment 
from becommg a_i law? sovereign 
could be amended out of all right 
and prerogativé. I appeal to any fair- 
minded person: Was it not time for a new 
Constitution if Hawaii was to retain its 
chosen form of government? I did nothing 
hurriedly. For thirty days the proposed Con- 
stitution was being revised and reformed by 
my legal friends. [implored them to make 
it as perfect as possible. I solemnly warned 
them that I desired not to cause the 
slightest loss of prerogative to any 
class of my people, whether white or native. 
1 desired them to perfect and supplement the 
existing Constitution on those points in which 
the Chief Justice himself acknowledged it to 
be deplorably deficient. In a private room 
with my Cabinet I submitted the terms of the 
new Constitution for their approval. They 
declined to indorse the instrument, and no at- 
tempt at promulgation was made. If I had 
ignored my Ministers—if I had given forth 
the new Constitution—I might with reason 
have been accused ot breaking my oath and of 
attempting revolutionary acts. I did nothing 
of the kind. I yielded to my Ministers, and 
yet I was wrong. Here, then, was the situa- 
tion: The body of my people were clamoring 
for a revised Constitution; the American resi- 
dents determined to oppose any change ex- 
cept such as I could not control. I tried to 
do what was best. hen people are bent on 
quarreling a pretext is easy to find. The 
American capitalists were resolved that mon- 
archy should be in the wrong.“ 

Tried to Avoid Bloodshed, 


Of the events of Jan. 17, the day of the over- 
throw of the monarchy, the ex-Queeh says: I 
need only to say that my one anxiety was to 
avoid violence or bloods I had abundant 
force to quell a revolution three times as 
strong as the one with which I was con- 
fronted. But the American Minister had al- 
ready landed his troops on a secret 
understanding with the revolutionists, and 
no sooner was the proclamation read than he 
immediately recognized the provisional gov- 
ernment, giving it the wag er of the United 
States furces. To those forces I yielded un- 
der protest, knowing that a conflict with our 
mighty neighbor could only result in aimless 
bloodshed, and feeling confident that when 
the Government of the United States should 
investigate the entire occurrence it would not 
uphold the injustice to my people and to my- 
self. The circumstances of the case do 
not call for a change of government. 
Annexation is repugnant to the feelings of 
every native Hawaiian, as well as to many 
foreigners. Annexation is not necessary for 
the ends of peace or of civilization, nor of 
commerce nor of security. Prosperty of the 
merchants is an abundant refutation to the 
assertions of those who bewail commercial 
bankruptcy. Personal liberty is as secure in 
Honolulu as in Washington. Probably 
no city can show a record so free 
from crime of all kinds; the 
the missionaries is an evidence of the free scope 
allowed to professors of religion. What, then, 
is the ground for these alarm 
security aad danger so rife in America.

WILL CRUSH THE REVOLUTIONS 


Brazil Determined to End the Kebellion 
in Rio Grande do Sul. 
[SPECIAL CaBun.] 

Varpararso, March 8.—[(Copyright, 1898, by 
James Gordon Bennett. I—News just received 
from Rio Grande do Sal indicates that the 
general government of Brazil has finally 
determined to crush the revolution which the 
Federals have so long carried on in that 
State.

The Change in the Method of Electing Di- 
rectors Is Said to Be Illegal. 

Inpranaporas, Ind., March 8.— Special. —

the Superior Court here this morning asking 
for the appointment of a receiver for the 
Louisville, New Albany and Chicago railway

The defendants are Samuel Thomas, Calvin 
S. Brice, Herman H. Campbell, John Green- 
ough, James E. Grannis, W. H. McDoel, E. 
H. Hawkins, Frank R. Lawrence, Gilbert B. 
Shaw, and Charles Weidenfield. The ground 
of action he states as follows: 

That the New Albany and Salem railroad 
was incorporated under the act uf 1842, and 
constructed tracks from New Albany to Mich- 
igan City. That it was reorganized under the 
act of 1865 and that by such reorganizaton it 
becaine of the same rights, fran- 
chises, and privileges as the old corporations. 
Among these was an article of the original 
charter requiring the annual election of thir- 
teen directors to manage the road. 

It is alleged that thirteen directors are now 
serving, but the management of the road is 
left entirely in the hands of the defendants 
Thomas and Brice. The present Board c 
Directors, the plaintiff alleges, is rot a legal 
one, because it holds office by reason 
of unlawful intrusion and usurpation in that 
it was elected in May, 1891, and that since 
that election no notice of another election has 
been given as required by the charter of the 
road. 

The complaint alleges that as a means of 
keeping themselves in power the directors 
have, without authority, made a classification

A sample of the rags was submitted to 
Prof. Paul Gibier, whose reputation as an ex- 
pert bacteriologist is well known. The devel- 
opment of bacteria is a slow process and it 
was not until last Thursday that Prof. Gibier 
completed his examination. He developed 
eleven different colonies of bacteria, made 
cultures of them, and inoculated various ani- 
mals, causing death in some cases.

‘MURDER OF A NEBRASKA CONVICT, 


Legislative Committee Reports on the 
Cruelty of Penitentiary Keepers. 

Licoiy, Neb., March 8.—[Special. ]}—Since 
the Legislature convened two months ago a 
special committee has been investigating 
charges of cruelty to convicts at the peniten- 
tiary. This was the direct result of a convict, 
George Powell, being taken out of the punish- 
ment cell dead three months ago. The keep- 
ers then reported that he hud hanged himself, 
The committee made its report today. 
With the findmg of the committee was 
submitted 30,000 words of testimony, showing 
the most revolting cruelties in the institution. 
The com mittee declared that instead of Con- 
vict Powell committing suicide he had died 
from the effect of the punishment of the 
keepers, being hanged and choked to death. 
It recommended a legal investigation of the 
killing and an entire change in the system in 
vogue in the penitentiary.. Among the re- 
sponses of Elder Howe, Chaplain at the peni- 
tentiary, to the questions asked him about the 
treatment of convicts were the following: 

About eight years ago 1 was called the 
Warden, Mr. Nobles, to go to he dark 4 
Sunday morning after service. He said that he 
had a man in there that be did not want to have 
stay there after noon, ashe would all his 

e. He was in for ten years and went in the 
ark hole Saturday. He came to the penitentiary 
ana would not answer ques „ and h 
put into the dark hole. 1 went down, The man 
was lying down with a smeali rope about his neck 
and his hands were handcuffed t bebind him, and 
the other end of the rope was fastened to them 
and he had gotten into a corner of the room and 
had slid down so that he canld = get 
„ and was ob to remain where 
he was lying. That was a mode of ment 
that to me was barbarous. He had been in twen- 
ty-three hours and was much exhausted, At 
other times I found that the convicts’ hands were 
handcuffed and a rope tied to them and dra vn u 
ust as far as the man that puts it on wishes. tt 
e is mad he will draw the convict up so that 
every time he moves his hands the rope will saw 
them. There is nothing between the skin and 
this rope. 

Other information elicited from the chap- 
lain was to the effect that the Warden ordered 
the punishment in cases of this kind, and he 
could deputize somebody else to do it. The 
Warden does not put on rope or the hand- 
cuffs, as that was done by the cellkeeper, The 
Warden was not present, but went occasion- 
ally to see how the man w and 
the ductor called orery O°, 
ta, The chaplain said he 
owing anything about the

Paid for by the Griffin Wheel and Foun- 
dry Company, Whose Works Lie Beyond 
the Tracks and Whose Teams Have to 
Go a Mile Out of the Way—Pians for 
the Thoroughfare~Gafety for the Men 
Assured, 

Grouad was broken for a tunnel

track on Kinzie street, which will connect 

Sacramento avenue and Central Park boule- 

vard. A private bears the entire 

expense of this subway, which is to be used 
by the public as a driveway. Provision has 
also been made for a foot way on 
either side of the driveway. total cost of 
this improvement is to be between $50,000 and 
$60,000. It is to be finished, the contractors 
say, May 1 this year.

avenue stops at Kinzie street, where the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern railroad tracks cut off 
the avenue. The Chicago and Northwest- 
era railroad depot blocks the avenue a 
few hundred fest north of Carroll avenue. 


This makes the strest useless as a driveway. 


A wooden viaduct which years ago was built 
across its track by the Nortwestern Railroad 
company forms the only means of access to 
the northern continuation of Sacramento 
avenue, which connects with Central Park 
boulevard beyond Kinzie street. The viaduct 
can be used by foot passengers only ana will 
be torn down as soon as the tunnel is com- 
pleted. Ihe depot will be moved 50 feet east 
of its present location. 

The money for the new subway will be fur- 
nished by the Griffin Wheel and Foundry com- 
pany, whose works are located at the north- 
eastern intersection of the railroad tracks and 
Sacramento avenue, Several public spirited 
men who own residence property along Cen- 
tral Park boulevard; it is said, have also con- 
tributed varicus ounts toward the cost. 
The idea originated with Thomas A. Griffin, 
President of the Griffin Wheel ana Foundry 
company, whose buildings occupy a thirty- 
acre tract of land adjoining the tracks. It 
will give the works an outlet for their teams 
which have always been obliged to use either 
the Western avenue or the Kedzie avenue 
crossings. These are the only crossings in 
that vicinity and are a mile apart. 

By the use of the. tunnei the firm will save 
* time money. The 350 men 
employed in the foutidry also look with great 
pleasure toward completing of the sub- 
way, as the crossing of railroad tracks at 
grade always — with it a risk to life. 

The tunnel will be 500 feet long. Only 100 
feet of it will be underground, which is the 
space occupied by the tracks. The driveway 
will commence 200 feet omeither side of the 
tracks and will have a depression of one foot 
in every twenty feet.

The space between these eye- 
beams will be filled in vith concrete and will 
torm an extremely substantial roof. 
The only difficuity which has been encoun- 
tered is the twelve-inch sewer main on Sacra- 
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mento avenue. This main will be divided 
into two twelve-inch mains, which will be led 
along both sides of the tunnel. 

The two six-inch water mains will be placed 
next to the sewer mains An engine house is 
to be erected at the north end of the tunnel, 
and in it will be placed a gas engine to pump 
all, the surface water which may gather in the 
tunnel. 

The city isto place two gas candelabra at 
each end of the approaches, and when finished 
the tunnel will probabiy be one of the best in 
the city.

GLORY OF THE NATION 


AMERIOA WILL MAKE A FINE SHOW- 
ING IN THE NAVAL REVIEW. 


It Will Be a Great Advertisement for the 
World's Fair and the Country at Large 
— Plan to Have the Grand Display Made 
Some Days Earlier than at First Inteuded 
—The Fair Expected to Bring $300,000,- 
000 from Foreign Lands—Plans Being 
Made. 


Wasnineton, D. C., March 8.—[Special. ]— | 


Now that Congress has appropriated the 
$300,000 required to make the naval review io 
Hampton Roads and New York harbor a suc- 
cess it is proposed to perfect arrangements 
for this great project as rapidly as possible. 
With this end in view there was a conference 
held at the Navy Department today between 
Secretary Herbert and members of the Cere- 
mony and Naval Review coramittees of the 
Columbian Exposition, There were present 
Messrs. Lawrence of Chicago, Smalley of 
Vermont, Secretary Dickinson, Gen. Groner 
and ex-Congressman Harris of Virginia, 
Alexander D. Anderson, ex-Marshal A. A. 
Wilson, and Henry Wise Garnett of this city. 

Their principal object in calling upon the 
Secretary of the Navy was to recommend a 
change of date for the great review from April 
26 to April 20, or about six weeks hence. This 
change was deemed necessary from the fact 
that visitors from abroad, and especially those 
on the war vessels, would not have time to 
visit Chicago by May 1 without being put to 
considerable inconvenience. Making the re- 
view six days earlier would not entail any 
hardships upon officers or men, for 
it was considered quite likely that all 
the war vessels, foreign and domestic, would 
be in the vicinity of the rendezvous of Hamp- 
ton Roads by the middle of April at the lat- 
est. Therefore the recommendation for a 
change was suggested so that the invitations 
to foreign powers could be made to corre- 
spond with the new program prepared. 

Secretary Herbert promised to take the 
matter under consideration and give the com- 
mittee an answer within a day or two. Sec. 8 
of the act of Congress creating the World's 
Columbiaii Exposition provides: 
The President is hereby empowered and di- 
rected to hold a naval review in New York har 
bor in April, 1893, and to extend to 2 nations 
invitations to send ships of war to join the United 
States navy in rendes vous at Hampton Roads and 
proceed thence to said review. N . 

Secretary Herbert subsequently decided 
Mat the rendezvous must take place April 24, 
and the fleet will. armyve at New York three 
days later. .

This review beyond a doubt will be the 
greatest the world has ever witnessed, and 
commercial bodies of the country hasten to 
add their substantial support to the project. 
It cannot be estimated what will be the finan- 
cial benetit to each city and State from Maine 
to Florida, but New York expects that 
the event will benefit that city to the 
extent of at least $2,000,000. By 
the time the review is inaugurated the United 
States will possess thirty-two modern ships, at 
the head of which will stand the great cruiser 
New York.

And that if Robert T. Lincoln would name the 
seventh man, that such a committee could agree 
upon and recommend to ‘he Legislature such 
measures as are necessary to make the monument 
worthy of the memory of Lincoln and a credit 
instead of a disgrace to Illinois.

THE UNION PAGIFIO OUTS THE 
OOAST PASSENGER RATES. 


Charged with Establishing a New York 
Emigrant Agent in Business on the 
Coast—Large Commissions Paid to Con- 
trol Business—Deals Made with Scalp- 
ers The “Q” Road Said to Be After 
the Oregon Pacifie—Receivers for the 
Cape Girardeau Line. 

A private dispatch from San Francisco 
states that a miceting of the local passenger 
agents was held there yesterday, at which 
Vice-President Stubbs of the Southern Pacific 
and General Manager Wade of the Southern 
California (Santa #6) were present. The ob- 
ject of the meeting was to consider the de- 
moralized condition of passenger business 
brought about by the action of the Union Pa- 
Citic in establishing Peter McDonald, the New 
York emigrant agent, in business on the coast 
and paying large commissions to controi eas 
bound business. The fact developed that Mr. 
Tenbrook, General Eastern Passenger Agent. 
of the Union Pacific, in company with Mr. 
McDonald, visited all important points in 
California and made arrangements with scalp- 
ers everywhere to send business exclusively 


via the Union Pacific. 

The rates, it is claimed, have been cut from 
$6 to $7 on large numbers of tickets. Evi- 
dence was introduced by the Chicago, Bur- 
lington and Quincey, Chicago, Rook Island and 
Pacific, Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé, 
Colorado Midland, and Denver and Rio 
Grande, showing that the Union Pacific had 
not been dealing fair with its competitors. It 
was claimed that as soon as President S. H. 
H. Clark of the Union Pacifit has signed the 
President’s agreement for the maintenance of 
east-bound passenger rates from the Pacific 
coast, General Passenger Agent Lomax sent 
Mr. Tenbrook from New York to California 
to make deals with the scalpers. Mr. Hitch- 
cock, General Agent of the Union Pacific at 
San Francisco, claims to have no knowledge 
of any such transactions on the part of his 
company, and those in attendance at the 
meeting came to the conclusion that some- 
body higher in authority than Mr. Hitchcock 
was responsible, 

Vice-President Stubbs anti General Man- 
ager Wade agreed to send a dispatch to Presi- 
dent S. H. H. Clark requesting an expilana- 
tion for the violation of the agreement on the 
part of the passenger officials of his road. It 
is feared that unless President Clark takes 
immediate and decisive action to stop the de- 
moralizing work of his passenger officials a 
serious war on east-bound passenger rates 
from the Pacific coast will be the result. The 
meeting adjouraoed to await President Clark’s 
éxplanation. 


RECEIVER FOR THE MONON ASKED. 


Company’s Officials Claim That There Is 
No Cause for Action. 

Francis M. Trissali and A. W. Hatch, repre- 
senting William J. Craig, a stockholder, filed 
acomplaint in the Superior Court at India- 
napolis yesterday asking the appointment of 
a receiver for the Louisville, New Albany and 
Chicago railway company (Monon). The 
grounds of action are stated as follows: 

The New Albany and Salem railroad was in- 
corporated under the act of 1862 and con- 
structed tracks. It was reorganized under 
the act of 1865, and by such reorganization it 
became possessed of the same rights, fran- 
chises, and privileges as the old corporation. 
Among these was an article of the origina) 
charter, requiring the annual election of thir- 
teen directors to manage the road. It is al- 
leged that thirteen directors are now serving, 
but that the management of the road is left 
entirely in the hands of the defendants, 
Thomas and Brice. Thecourt is aisc asked 
to pass upon the constitutionality of the Mc- 
Hugh bill, passed by the last Legislature, 
which authorized the exchange of common 
for preferred stock. 

General Manager McDoel and Attorney 
George W. Kritzinger of the Louisville, New 
Albany and Chicago left for Indianapolis yes 
terday morning when they learned from the 
papers that such a suit was to be filed. 

“The appointment of a receiver,” said an 
official of the company. was never asked on 
amore frivolous pretext. The plaintiff has 
no ground whatever for action and is animated 
by malicious motives. There can be no 
doubt chat the case will be promptly thrown 
out of the court as soon as the Judge can give 
it consideration. The company is entirely 
solvent and is doing a better business now 
than ever before.

Distribute Offides— Protests of Bourbons,

apers as Well as by outside papers which have 

owa circulations, The papers attacking the 
State committee now make all the charyzes 
which the Republican papers have made from 
time to time, and which were all true as de- 
velopments have since shown. 

The State committee under Chairman Ful- 
len has prepared the most brazen system of 
spoils-grabbing known in the history of the 
State. In the first place a resolution was 
passed that every Democrat in the State who 
aspired to an office under the new adminis- 
tration should abide by certain rules and 
forms. The committee prepared blank ap- 
plications for the various olfices, On these 
the humble aspirant was to make formal ap- 
plication. After the County and Congression- 
al committees had passed upon such applica- 
tions and signed them, not more than one for 
each office, they were to be forward 
ed to the State committee. The mem- 
bers of the committee were then to 
append their signatures and a sub. 
committee take the whole batch to Washing- 
ton to remain there until President Cleveland 
had taken action on them. The applicants 
were urged to contribute freely to pay the ex- 
penses of the various committees who were 
acting as brokers. In this way, some dreamer 
of she committee argued, the State commit- 
tee would be able to control all the Federal 
patronage in the.State. But no sooner was 
the plan put in operation than trouble began. 
There is a good-sized postoffica fight in almost 
every city in the State where the postoflice is 
worth having. Naturally the applicants whose 
applications were not signed by the commit- 
tees considered themselves imposed upon and 
refused to abide by the action of the self-con- 
stituted authorities. At the same time at 
least eight out of the eleven members of the 
State committee are applicants for offices, and 
the other three want to abroad as Minis- 
ters and Consuis. The blank certificate plan 
was adopted as much to help the members of 
the committee as anythingelse. The Demo- 
crats are now beginning to ask what the du- 
ties of State commutteemen are and beginning 
to doubt that these duties include supervision 
of the distribution of offices all over the State. 

Another unpopular thing which the State 
committee has done is to assess every Demo- 
crat in the State three cents for the ostensible 
purpose of raising a fund to begin the work of 
next fall’s campaign by distributing literature 
and publishing in the weekly papers articles 
of an educational nature to prepare the voters 
for November. This tax has caused a good- 
sized rebellion and many counties have re- 
fused to forward a cent, while others did so 
grudgingly, believing that the State commit- 
tee was going outside of its legitimate duties. 
Recently a meeting of the committee was 
held to reassure the Democrats of the State, 
bat the committee seems to have failed in its 
efforts to make peace with influential papers 
which are loudly denouncing the tax. 


SOFT COAL BARES TO BE ADVANCED. 


Chicago and Eastern Illinois Raises Its 
Tariff from Indiana Points. 

The large stores and factories which are 
heavy consumers of coal are liable to pay 
higher prices after next Wedneeday, when 
freight rates on coal on the Chicago and East- 
ern Illinois railroad will be increased from 15 
to 30 cents a ton. The new schedule was 
issued March 3 and is to be effective tne 15th 
inst. The advances are 10 cents a ton on 
block coal and 20 cents on nut, pea, slack, and 
screenings. An additional charge of $1 a car 
is made fordelivery from tracks of the road 
north of Twenty-second street. Another 
change in the allowance of weight of coal on 
cars is claimed by the coal dealers to be equal 
to three or four cents per tn. 

A prominent coal dealer yesterday, who called 
the attention of a reporter of Tun Trisuns 
to the new schedule and pointed out the ad- 
vanced rates, says it will make block coal cost 
about 15 cents more a ton than formerly, and 
small coal and screenings nearly 30 cents a 
ton. He stated that the large stores, hotels, 
and business blocks use from 400 to 750 tons a 
month. and their monthly coal bills will be 
froin $100 to $150 larger. o claims that it 1s 
unusual to fraise freight rates prior to May 1, 
up to which time all contracts are made be- 
tween dealers and consumers, and that nearly 
two-thirds of the coal used in this city comes 
in over the Chicago and Eastern IIlinois. 

L. Rush Brockenbrough, General Freight 
Ageait of the Chicago and Eastern Lllinois, 
was seen last evening and made the following 
statement: 

We have been losing money hauling coal 
this winter, and as the ö our principal 
competitor in that business, has adopted in- 
creased rates, we have done the same. We 
charge $lacar for the use of the land on 
which it stands, the value of which is so great 
that the interest on it at 6 per cent is nearly $3 
aday. To those who own their own land and 
will lay a track there where we can switch 
their cars we will allow $1 a daya car. The 
change in the allowance of weight of coal on 
cars we maintain will not. advance the cost of 
coal, as our cars will hold what we claim. 
Where they do not we will allow a reduction. 
As for changing rates now, a clause in all our 
schedules reads: The rates quoted in this 
tariff are subject to change without notice 
other than required by the inter-State com- 
merce law.“

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METROPOLITAN WEST SIDE “L” Ap. 
PLIES FOR A PERMIT. 


The Ordinance and the Application, How- 
ever, Are So Indefinite Concerning the 
Location of the Line That Commisston- 
er Kuhns Defers Action fer Further In- 
formation—The Compressed Air Com- 
pany Gets a Piece of the Lake-Front—

Notice that the Metropolitan West Side Ele- 
vated railroad company is ready to begin 
work on its tracks was given to Commission- 
er of Public Works Kuhns yesterday. An ap- 
plication was made for a general permit, but 
as information regarding details was lacking 
the request was refused temporarily. Today 
a conference has been, arranged by the Com- 
missioner of Public Works, Street Superin- 
tendent Burke, and Chief Engineer Eckart of 
the Metropolitan company, and if the desired 
information is furnished the permit will be 
granted without delay. The application for 
permit was contained in the following letter:

Mr. Kuhns regarded the application as too 
indefinite. The ordinance does not specify 
exactly the route to be followed, and as the 
application was vague in the same particular 
the Public Works Department was left with- 
out definite knowledge regarding the inten- 
tions of the company. 

** While I have no suspicion of the compa- 
ny’s intentions,” said Mr. Kuhns, “ and no 
desire to delay ite work, I cannot issue a gen- 
eral permit. I want to know where work is 
to begin and how extensive are the operations 
intended. When the Laka Street ‘L’ compa- 
ny began work a general permit was issued 
and has been a. source of constant trouble. 
Before the Metropolitan starts in I propose 
have all the details settled. a 

The Metropolitan company has been en- 
gaged seve months acquiring its right of 
way by purchase and condemnation but no 
announcement has been made of the precise 
location of the line. Under the ordinance the 
main line may be built anywhere between 
Congress and Jackson streets from Fifth to 
Sacremento avenues, A north and south 
branch, tapping the main line between Wood 
street and Ashland avenue is provided foras well 
as an ecst and west track starting from the 
North Branch near North avenue. The com- 
pany is allowed to build a new bridge across 
the riveror to remodel Van Buren street bridge 
for its use. 

By City Engineer Geraldine’s orders the 
Lake Street Elevated company has been pre- 
vented from continumg work on Lake street 
bridge. A permit was granted the company 
two years ago allowing itto build a super- 
structure on the bridge over which the trains 
could cross. After examining the specifica- 
tions Mr. Geraldine decided that the proposed 
iron work would not stand the strain and he 
has called on the company to submit revised 
specifications. When he receives these he 
will withdraw his order stopping the work. 


GETS A PART OF THE LAKE-FRONY, 


The Compressed Air Company May Erect 
au Inclosure at Madison Street, 

When Commissioner of Public Works Kubns 
reached his office yesterday morning he found 
John P. Bacon of the Compressed Air com- 
pany awaiting him. After a conference Mr. 
Kuhns decided to give a permit, allowing an 
inclogure on the Lake-Front. According to 
Mr. Bacon’s first estimates 8,000 square feet 
or two blocks would be required for his pur- 
pose. Later he considered a space 110 by 50 
feet would be sufficient. 

Under the permit, however, a tract 50 by 50 
feet will be inclosed. The fence will be built 
on the line of Madison street projeeted across 
the park. Mr. Bacon stipulated that the 
boa should not be used for advertis: 

and that the inclosel ground shoul 
not be turned ino a store house. 

Controller May, by whose orders work on 
the fence was stopped Tuesday, was not con- 
sulted about the permit. While he refuses to 
take issue with Mr. Kuhas he thinks the Lake- 
Front should not incumbered unless some 
rental is assured the city.

HOSPITALS ARE PROVIDED FOR, 


Laborers on the Drainage Canal te Receive 
Medical Attention—Routine Reports. 

At yesterday’s meeting of the Drainage 
Board Sanitary Inspector Martin made a re- 
port in which he emphasized the necessity for 
a hospital service to take care of the men who 
become sick on the work. By April 1 there 
will be accommodations for 150 patients. 
There will be a main hospital between Willow 
Springs and Mount Forest, and one at Lemont 
and one at Lockport. 

Dr. Martin reported that there had been 
some increase of sickness in the camps, caused 
by floods, but no fatalities. He also suggested 
that the Legislature be asked to pass a law de- 
fining the amount of space in cubic feet to be 
allotted to each occupant of sleeping rooms, 
and said that at present there was no legal 
barrier tu overcrowding.

Nor is it only the necessities of life that are 
supplied to them free, bat they are given each 
his room tw live in and married at the expense of 
the shereefs to slave women. Their children, by 
law, slaves, are not Dp 80, are often 
apprenticed to workmen to learn some trade, or, 
if they wish, are free to seek their fortane in other 
lands.— Biackwood's Magazine.

He Has Made Many Friends During His 
Term in Office. 

Washington Letter in the Philadelphia Rec- 
ord: Vice-President Morton has never been 
intimate with President Harrison nor with 
more than two or three of the Cabinet, and 
since Mr. Harrison's friends at Chicago sub- 


‘stituted Whitelaw Reid for Mr. Morton on 


the ticket Mr. Morton has not felt as cordial 
toward the administration, perhaps, as before, 
although the result of the election in Novem- 
ber, restoring as it did his equanimity, dis- 
posed him to be very magnanimous toward it. 
So far as is known he has never publicly inti- 
mated even that the resvlt would have been 
different if the old ticket had been renomi- 
nated, and he has treated Mr. Harrison with 
the utmost courtesy and kindness. He wiil 
not, however, shed any tears over his parting 
with the administration. 

It is interesting to note that Mr. Morton is 
more frequently mentioned nowadays as a 
possible candidate in 1896 by Republicans 
than Mr. Harrison. He is without doubt the 
more popular of the two among public men. 
Mr. Morton's popularity seems to have in- 
creased as steadily as Mr. Harrison’s unpopu- 
larity, which has at last got to that point 
where a Western Republican Senator could 
say after the President’s return from Bengies 
the other day: Why, even the ducks run 
away from him.” 

‘There was nothing perfunctory in the move- 
ment among the Senators which resulted in 
their unanimous invitation to Vice-President 
Morton to dine with them Monday evening, 
for it is safe to say that every member of the 
Senate is his personal friend. His graccful 
courtesies to them, as well as his impartial 
and tactful administration of his duties as 
their presiding officer, have really endeared 
him to them. 

Mr. Morton is not only a kind man, but 
thoughtful in his kindness. To think of giv- 
ing a reception in honorof his successor, 
Vice-President Stevenson, was thoroughly 
characteristic of him. It seemeda natural 
thing to do, yet his predecessors hac not done 
it, and he is being praised for doing it by men 
of both parties. 

Since the death of Mr. Blaine Mr. Morton 
has been considered the leader of Washington 
society, which does not recognize the Presi, 
dent of the United States as 1 moro 
than its official head, unless, like Mr. Arthur, 
he is actually its social leader. The Mortons 
occupied in Washington society under this ad- 
ministration the same position as the Whit-+ 
neys did under the last, Their departure will, 
therefore, mean more to society org than 
that of any,other administration fami They 
are not going for good, however, for Mr. Mor- 
ton has half a mi lion dollars and more in- 
vested in Washington real estate, and they 
like Washington well enough to want to come 
back here in the winter season.

Broomineron, III., March 8. Special. |— 
Judge Tipton of of the McLean County Cie 
Court rendered a decision today upon the 
hitherto undetermined question of whether or 
not the interests of unborn “rem rmen 
can be disposed of. One Bates died leaving a 
will devising a piece of land to his brother, 
Homer S. Bates, and his heirs, The widow of 
the deceased began partition to 
have her interest in the land set aside. It was 
decided the land could not be divided, and the 
only way to give her her interest was to 
sell the land. Then arose the ques- 
non whether the possible unborn 
heirs of Homer S. Bates could be disposed of, 
as they were not parties to the proceedings in 
court. Judge Tipton decided that the sale 
would give the purchaser perfect title and the 
unborn heirs of Homer S. Bates would be 
bound by it. But he also decided that the 
money derived from the sale of Homer 8. 
Bates’ interest must be preserved until it was 
certain who all his heirs might be. The prin- 
ciple of law involved in this case has never 
been decided by a Supreme Court in either 
this country or England, it is claimed. The 
case will be appealed to the Supreme Court in 
order to establish a precedent.

RIGHTS OF UNBORN.

A little group of 3 dark-complex- 
ioned men and five casks decorated with 
strange-looking marks were the center of an 
interested crowd of gaugers and stevedores at 
the United States bonded warehouse at Harri- 
son street and Pacific avenue yesterday morn- 
ing. The bearded men were orthodox He- 
brews and the casks, which they contemplated 
with anxious interest and insisted upon being 
handled with delicate care, contained brandy 
and wine for the feagt of the Passover. The 
liquor came direct from Jerusalem and the 
seals upon it attested that it was the product 
of grapes grown near the holy city and had 
been consecrated by the Jewish high priests. 
There were four casks of brandy and one of 
wine. H. Bobinsky, J. Bobinsky, M. Nes 
man, and B. Schandinski were the importers. 
They wers on hand before the customs officers 
put im an appearance. Each brought along 
the rabbi of his congregation to witness the 
process of unpacking the barrels from the 
hogsheads in which they were inclosed and to 
certify that the liquor was in truth that blessed 
in Jerusalem for the use in the holy services 
of the church in far off Chicago.

He showed Rabbi Lesser how to use the gaug- 
ing rod, and the latter dipped it into the re- 
maining casks, The corks were put back in 
lace, aud a short Hebrew with a long beard 
fished a big stick of sealing wax out of his 
overcoat ket and plastered a bit over the 
corks. Each rabbi then affixed his official 
seal upon the wax and the casks were returned 
to Uncle Sam’s representatives, They stamped 
four or five stencil | impressions, two or three 
labels, and made some chalk marks on them, 
and that ended the ceremony.

Tun winter season which seems to be nearly 
over and almost gone in this city lingers 
farther East. It continues over vast areas be- 
tween us and the Atlantic seaboard in the 
shape of huge suowbanks along the sides of 
the railroad lines. leaving but a narrow pas- 
sage for the cars and the locomotives which 
draw them. For weeks the load of show on 
the side tracks and the approaches to the lines 
was so great in many places as to much 
diminish the amount of traffic possible to be 
handled, and the lines are yet doing hardly an 
average business, while they have an accumu- 
lation of orders waiting to be filled, The 
blockade has made a great difference to the 
grain business of this city. It has prevented 
numerous shipping orders from being filled, 
the result being larger stocks than would 
otherwise be held here, and perhaps lower 
prices, as quotations have been depressed by 
the fact that a greater volume of material has 
to be carried by capital than was counted on, 
This is especially true of corn. And the diffi- 
culty is nearly as great in the case of west- 
bound freight. A whole carload of coffee is 
reported to be lost, to the extent that the offi- 
cialis do not know where it is, after having 
been three weeks on the road hither from the 
East, and cos! supplies are stated to be small 
for the reason that transportation from the 
East was delayed by ice-bound and snow-cov- 
ered tracks. A rumor to the effect that ship- 
meuts either way are delayed in deference to 
certain pooling arringements between rail- 
roads is vigorously denied by those who are 
in a position to know. It is pleasant to be as- 
sured the annoyance will soon be a thing of 


the past. 


GOVERNMENT GOLD PURCHASES. - 

There seems to be no room for doubt that 
an issue of bonds has been resolved on by the 
new administration if that step be needed to 
keep the gold reserve in the National Treas- 
ury from falling below the $100,000,000 limit. 
President Cleveland and his advisers are sat- 
isfied they have full authority to order the is- 
sue, and the only quegmon discussed at the 
Cabinet meeting of Thesday is believed to 
have been whether the emergency has yet 
arisen which calls for such action. It must 
be regarded as probable that this question is 
only one of a short time. The free gold in 
the Treasury has run down to less than 
$2,000,000, and this small stock may be com- 
pletely exhausted by the one batch of ship- 
ments which is expected to be made within a 
few days, as scarcely any gold is now being 
paid into the Treasury. 

The falling off in these gold payments is 
one of the most significant features in the sit- 
uation. Four years ago 85 per cent of the re- 
ceipts for customs duties at New York was in 
gold or gold certificates, and two years ago 
the proportion was 81 percent. Last week it 
was reduced to less than 6 per cent. In Jan- 
uary of this year the payments included 15.8 
ptr cent silver cortificates, 42.1 per cent legal 
tenders, and 33.2 per cent new Treasury notes. 
For February these figures were 2 for silver 
certificates, 35 for legal tenders, and 34 for the 
new Treasury notes. The volume of paper 
outstanding is so large as to provide the 
means of paying customs duties without re- 
sort to gold, permitting the latter to be held 
in bank vaults and private hoards, while the 
government is left to meet foreign demands, 
including those for the diplomatic and con- 
sular service and the navy, out of its Treasury 
holdings of the yellow metal. 

Evidently this process cannot be continued 
long without the issue of bonds for the pur- 
chase of gold, nor is it likely that the purchase 
of $50,000,000 would amount to more than a 
temporary filling of the gap. It isacase of 
all going out and none coming it, and under 
such conditions it does not require a drain for 
commerciel or speculative purposes to reduce 
the surplus. Those processes only make the 
exhaustion more rapid than it would be with- 
out them. The fact is we have an overweight 
of silver and of the paper issued against it, 
and the weighting down process appears to 
have passed the limit at which its indrease 
causes an additional augmentin the circula- 
tion. The volume of currency of all kinds 
showed a decrease of $8,300,000 in February, 
ot more than twice the addition of paper due 
‘to silver purchases. The government figures 
show that substantially the whole decreass 
was in gold and gold certificates, that kind of 
money being retired from actual service. Ex- 
Secretary Foster is quoted as saying that 
there is nearly $500,000,000 of gold in the 
country, but he is not said to have added that 
any part of the immense holdings by the 
banks and the people is available for helping 
to maintain the parity of the currency ex- 
cept as it can be purchased from those of the 
holders who fully believe that coin bonds will 
be redeeme 1 in gold. e 

Rightly stated the financial situation is a 
critical one. It is not bad in the positive 
sense of the word, and could only become so 
by the new administration indicating an ina- 
bility, or fear of such inability, to meet the 
difficulty. If it convinces the business world, 
abroad as well as at home, that it is deter- 
mined at all hazards and at any possible cost 
to maintain the parity by redeeming all the 
pledges of the government in gold, there will 
be no further trouble except that experienced 
in the adjustmeat accompanying the proving 
of faith by works. If the people are once 
convinced that there is not the least danger of 
the partial repudiation which must come with 
a reduced purchasing value of the currency 
unit, the gold now in the country will 
be at the command of the government, as 
the major partof the current) reasons for 
hoarding it will then vanish. But it cannot be 
truly denied that already the fear of shrinkage 
in the value of the monetary unit has been so 
great as to bring into * operation the law that 
the poorer money always drives out of cireu- 
lation that which is better. The silver cur- 
rency of the United States, including the 
paper based on the metal, is intrinsically 
worth less than two-thirds its face value as 
measured in gold, and this silver currency is 
all that circulates amang the people. It is 
held up to par thusfar solely by the ability 
and resolve of the governmant to redeem in 
gold such of the notes issued in payment for 
silver as are presented to it for redemption. 
To remove all doubt as to the persistence of 
this ability and resolve will be to convince the 
holders of the gold that they have nothing to 
gain by keeping it out of circulation. The 
rest will be easy. If there were any material 

doubt on this point it might be found very 
difficult to obtain gold by the sale of bonds at

OCCASION FOR DISCOURAGEMENT. 

When the members of the Council Finance 
committee met Tuesday it is reported that 
they were “so discouraged with the vutiook 
for the annual appropriation bill that they do- 
cided to adjourn until Thursday. ” Supt. Me- 
Claughry, it is stated, was before the commit- 
tee in reference to the police appropriation, 
and he was met with the discouraging infor- 
mation that “an merease over the appropria- 
tion of last year was doubtful.” Certain citi- 

zens from the northwest section who want a 
new pumping station erected in their district 
so astoimprove the water supply were also 
“ discouraged,” and the Aldermen of the Fi- 
nance ¢ommittee retired into a cave of 
gloom. 

There is really little occasion for all this 
depression, There will be plenty of money 
for all the departments if it is wisely distrib- 
uted. There is an erroneous.impression in 
reference to the resources of the city. Thése 
do not coasist wholly of the money raised by 
the 2 per cent levied on the assessment of 
property within the city for municipal pur- 
poses and the amount collected as license fees, 
which by the way will be much larger tins 
year than last. The revenues of the water 
office, for instance, can be used in part to ex- 
tend the water system of the city and to erect 
the pumping station in the northwest section 
of the city demanded by the property-owners 
residing there. Street improvements are 
made by special assessment. The streets can 
be cleaned by special assessment if the 
Council so decrees. The schools are main- 
tained by a tax uot included in the 2 per cent 
limitation. There is a special tax for public 
library purposes. Sewers are built and water 
mains extended by special assessment. 

Most of the money raised through the 2 per 
cent tax is paid for salaries. The revenue 


from saloon and other licenses is sufficient to 


maintain the police department and to pro- 


‘vide a street cleaning fund. If the Aldermen 


were so minded the revenue from licenses 
could be increased without injuriously affect- 
ing any legitimate business or interest. Why 
do not the gioomy and discouraged Aldermen 
take such a proposition into consideration? 

If the members of the Finance committee 
and those of the Council will go care- 
fully over the estimates submitted to them 
by the Controller, and strike out here and 
there unnecessary salaries and unnecessary 
offices, they will find that the money at their 
disposal is sufficient. There is not a depart- 
ment of the city that is not overmanned. A 
reduction of 25 per cent could be made in the 
payrolls without crippling or injuriously 
affecting the service. By lopping off here and 
there sinecures and ornamental offices the 
discipline and character of the departments 
can be improved, No injury can follow from a 
reduction of the appropriation. 

Take the Police Department, for instance. 
There is a continual demand for more men 
and more money for it. If the ornamental 
Inspectors, the useless Captains, the super- 
numerary Lieutenants, the surplus Sergeants, 
the worthless detectives are eliminated from 
the force there will be asavirg of from 350, 
000 to $75,000—enough to pay 100 additional 
patrolmen for the eight months after the 
Ist of May. There need be no increase until 
then. 

The financial condition of the city would 


not be in the least discouraging to wideawake, . 


intelligent Aldermen, intent on giving the 
best service possible to the taxpayers. Rather 
would it be encouraging, because precluding 
the possibility of gross extravagance. The 
city can be well cared for if wisely governed 
and administered without any attempt to ex- 
ceed its present income. 


. WHERE Is ALL THE GOLD? 

A Chicago business- man, interviewed in re- 
gard to the financial situation, says that cer- 
tain facts in relation to gold show “there is 
not enough to go around. This is true, but 
it is the kind of truth which lies at the surface 
of the ground, not at the bottom of the well. 
The reason stated is proximate only, not 
primary. If it were not for the fear that the 
United States is working towards a silver 
basis there would be plenty of gold to go 
round in this country and less demand upon 
us for gold to go to other lands. The gold is 
beng privately hoarded here. Nobody pay’ 
out gold if he can help it, and the same is 
true of gold certificates, as they are good for 
gold on presentation. In March, 1835, nearly 
40 per cent of the customs receipts in New 
York were in gold certificates. For last D- 
cember the proportion fell to less than 5 per 

cent. 

Gold has disappeared from interior circula- 
tion as if by magic. A few months ago it was 
usual with the cashiers of mercantile houses 
to have gold tendered them in payment, and 
they paitl out this gold freely to employés and 
others. They do not doit now. The $10 and 
$20 gold pieces have disappeared from the 
public gaze as completely as they did, during 
the war. Where has the gold gone? Not 
abroad, nor into the Treasuty of the United 
States. Ithas gone into the vaults of the 
banks for those corporations, inio the safety 
vaults for private depositors, and into the 
old stocking for those who do not use a 
box in the vaults of a deposit company. One 
bank nota thousand miles from the head 
of Lake Michigan is reported to have 
several millions of gold and gold certifi- 
cates locked up in its strong boxes, 
and this is only a sample, though it may be a 
large one. Even the coin certificates issued 
under the act of 1890 have disappeared from 
the hands and pocketbooks of the people, be- 
cause they have been redeemed in gold by the 
government, which is reported to have ceased 
two months ago to honor thus some other 
paper which circulates as if it were as good 
as gold. The banks of New York City are 
reported to have between them $77,000,000 in 
gold. The rest is held elsewhere. The com- 
mon people have the silver dollars and the 
certificates issued against the silver dollars 
now in the Treasury. And depositors in the 
banks will get that kind of money, or checks 
payable in that kind of money, whether we 
keep on a gold basis or drop to a silver one. 

The people, the farmers, mechanics, labor- 
ers. and other toilers, will suffer the contrac- 
tion of more than one-third in the purchasing 
value of all the money in the United States if 
the insane pleadings of such fellows as 
Stewart, Teller, Jones, etc., should result in 
bringing the country toa silver basis. The 
banks will not suffer. Nor will the capital- 
ists who are hoarding gold in strong-boxes or 
have bought property on credit, as most 
of them have done. The banks would pay 
their depositors in the depreciated money and 
keep the gold, to part with it only aga pre- 
mium of moro than 5) per cent as paid for in 
silver. And, in the opinion of some able men, 
but a few million dollars in gotd in the Na- 
tional Treasury stands between them ang such 
a result, while that gold is bemg demanded by 
shrewd financiers as fast as they can arrange 
to have it carried away. 

This gold would not be wanted for hoarding 
were it not for the fear of being forced to a 
silver basis, to which we are dangerously near 
now. thousands of men who are hoard- 
ing gold coins would deposit them in bank 
where the money would draw interest, but 
forthe fear of a loss by shrinkage of 40 per 
cent in the principal, which would amount to 

tar more than the interest for several years.

WASHINGTON HESING ON CARTER H 


HARRISON. 
There will be found elsewhere in thie morn- | 


ing’s paper the points of the address made 
last night at the Central Music Hall by Mr. 
Washmgton Hesiug, in which he speaks 
his mind with perfect frankness about the 
Democratic.candidate for the Mayoralty, and 
makes his apologies for having supported him 
so warmly two years ago. 

Much of what Mr. Hesing has to say relates 
to matters about which the people are tolera- 
bly well infétined, There is no doubt that 
there were frauds at the primaries. It is un- 
pleasant to reflect that the judges who are de- 
lieved to have participated in them will act at 
the coming election. It is known that the 
convention which nomiuated Mr. Harrison 
was a tough one and that a tenth of ite mem - 
bers have been in the penitentiary, the bride- 
well, or the jail. One new and interesting 
fact is stated by Mr. Hesing. It is that if he 


could havé secured forty more delegates he 


would have had a majority in the convention, 
and that those forty delegates were offered 
him for $20,000 cr $500 a head. Is not it time 
to pass the bill which has been introduced 
making such offers criminal? 

Mr. Hesing says he was for Mr. Harrison 
two years ago because those evil elements— 
the professional Aldermen and the corrupt 
combine of contractors—which are for him 
now, were against him then. He says that 
Mr. Harrison was then only a choice of evils. 
Today he finds the Powers, 0’Briens, Asays, 
ete., who did the best they could to defeat 
Mr. Harrison in 1891, fighting his battles, and 
he does not think that a good administration 
can be expected of a man who has formed an 
alliance with these repulsive bosses of the 
baser elements uf the Detnocratic party. 

It is certain that all good citizens, irrespec- 
tive of party, look with alarm upon the new 
friends with whom Mr. Harrison has sur- 
rounded himself—the tough Aldermen and 
the politicians who live by politics. These 
men never work for nothing. They expect to 
be repaid for their services by patronage or 
by offices. But no administration can be a 
good one in which they take any part. There- 
fore would it not be well for Mr. Harrison to 
disarm the fears of the public by surrounding 
himself with better men and shaking off from 
his skirts the political vermin now clngmg 
there? If he did this, however, he would an- 
tagonize tough Aldermen whose renomination 
he ‘s doing nothing to hinder, or disreputable 
ward politicians whose candidacy he is not, as 
far as can be be seen, trying to prevent. 


A GOOD BILL FOR THE PEOPLE. 

Representative Muir's bill which is intended 
“to increase the revenue of the county by 
providing for an increased and more equitable 
scale of court costs should Le passed. But it 
should not be passed for the reasons given by 
the Democratic County Board which ap- 
pointed a committee Monday to go to 
Springfield to urge its passage. The Demo- 
cratic Commissioners favor the bill be- 
cause it will give them more money to spend. 
Sufficient money can be raised under the law as 
it stands to meet all the Jegitimate expendi- 
tures of the county. That was found to be 
the case last year, wan the Republican Coun- 
ty Board was enabled; to spare from the ordi- 
nary revenue $400,000 for building purposes. 
The Democratic County Board has not tried 
to follow the good example of its Republican 
predecessor in this respect. It has made no 
provision for a building fund, It wants morg 
money to squander, 

But as the Muir bill increases the cost of lit- 
igation it is in the right direction. It costs so 
little now to begin a suit that quarrelséme, 
envious, irritable persons, and many black- 
mailers constantly resort to the courts. If 
the fees were made higher they would not do 
so to so groat an extent, the dockets of the 
courts would not be crowded with frivolous 
suits, and the time of courts, Judges, juries, 
and bailiffs taken up in trying them or pre- 
paring for their trial. Recently one of the 
new Judges—Judge Goggin, we believe—said 
that the first two months he held 
court were spent in the trial of cases, 
mostly frivolous, involving in the ag- 
gregate an amount not more than 50 per cent 
of the cost the public was put to through their 
trial. Any bill that will tend to discourage 
suits of this character is in the right direction. 
If frivolous litigation is barred on account of 
the greater costs there will be more time to 
try meritorious cases. Mr. Muir's bill there- 
fore is in the interest of speedy justice. It 
ought to be passed by all means. 


TINKERING WITH THE FADS, 

Mr. Brenan’s Committee on School Manage- 
ment is too mild manneréd in its treatment of 
the physical culture and music fads, It is too 
much afraid of giving offense. No radical re 
form of the present complex course of public 
school instruction need be expected from it. 
Public sentiment demands a radical change 
in the methods of the present School Board. 
But the public will be disappointed. There 
will de some concession, but it will be 
trumpery in character and temporary also, in 
all probability. This is evident from the pro- 
ceedings in Mr. Brenan’s committee Tuesday. 
Two of the members who have been most 
radical in their demands for reform were ab- 
sent, Where were Mr. Badenoch and Mr. 
Revell? Every proposal for radical reform 
was met by a suggestion for weak compro- 
mise, and the weak compromise was adopted.

Have not 
the class teachers annoyances, duties, and 
troubles enough without turning loose one of 
the gymnastic professors on them? Have 
Mr. Brenan and his feliow-members of the 
School Management committee no pity on 
the class teachers? | 

The absurdity of the proposed reforms of 
Mr. Brenan’s committee was well illustrated 
when it came to the consideration of the pro- 
posal to cut down the force of music teachers, 
We quote from the report of the committee 
meeting relating to this point:

DROP THE KINDERGARTEN BUSINESS. 

The Legislature seems to have been capt- 
ured by the faddista. The House has passed 
by a vote of 103 to 12 a bill providing for the 


establishment and maintenance of kindergar- 


tens in connection with common schools 
whenever ordered by the Board of Education. 
Why should the Legislature lead the Chicago 
Board into temptation by authorizing it to do 
something which it is not at present in its 
power to do, but which it might easily be in- 
duced to go into if it had the authority? 
There are members of the present board who 
are understood to be in favor of this kinder- 
garten fad, 

A costlier one could not well be devised. 
The amount of money which it is proposed to 
expend on the Chicago schools this year is 
about six and three-quarters millions. Much 
more than that large sum would be required 
if accommodations had to be provided for all 
the children between 4 and 6 whom their pa- 
rents might wish to send to kindergarten 
common schools in order to get rid of the 
bother of looking after them during a part of 
tho day. New buildings would have to be 
erected or additions made to old ones to 
accommodate the 60,000 additional pupils. A 
small army of teachers would have to be em- 
ployed. The fuel bills would be increased. 
Articles would have to be purehased for the 
instruction of the infants. The final step 
would be for the city to establish a creche in 
connection with each school where mothers 
might leave their babies during school hours. 

The public school instruction of the chil- 
dren begins early efiough now. The great 
point is to see that the teaching they get while 
they are in the schools is of the best quality. 
It is not at present because so much time is 
thrown away on the fads. Though the schools 
cost a great deal of money the taxpayers are 
willing to foot the bills so long as the children 
get a good common school education. They 
are not prepared as yet to go into the day 
nursery business. Nor is there any neceszty 
for their doing so. There are numbers of 
kindergarten schools for high and low. In 
some of them the fees charged are very small. 
If there were any great demand for such 
schools there would be more of them, and 
they would be more economically and better 
managed than any which the city might 
start. 

This bill ought to be killed in the Senate. 
It may be said that the Chicago School Board 
need not do anything under it. That is so. 
But that board has done so many odd things 
in the past that it is not safe to trust it. All 
the sentimental people ig the city might move 
on it in a body, demanding that it open its 
doors to the little children, and the members, 
seeing a chance for the purchase of more lots, 
the erection of more buildings, and the hiring 
of more teachers, might proceed to add a 
million or more to the tax levy. If there are 
school districts in the State where the farmers 
want kindergartens doubtless they should 
have them, but in that case amend the bill so 
it will not apply to Chicago. The taxpayers 
are against this measure. 


Tun good people who are now moving for 
‘olean streets and alleys might do weil to look 
around them and note the way in which private 
capital cleans the premises over which it has 
control. They might find hotels cleaned every 
twenty-four hours, and in a way so unobtru- 
sive that only a small percentage of the guests 
are aware the process is going on. They 
might see thet the store is cleaned up before 
usual business hours so as to give the ieast 
possible annoyance to patrons, ana even the 
saloons are physically purified on the same 
plan, while m all of these and other cases the 
persons employed work as if they had some- 
thing to do, and something which it is desired 
to have performed in quick order as well as 
thoroughly. They might find that dawdlers 
are not wanted, and not allowed to pretend to 
work many times in the oné place. Then if 
they felt disposed to doubt that these business 
methods could not be employed in city clean- 
ing they might with advantage ask informa- 
tion of people who know how these things are 
done in the large cities of Europe. They 
would be told that the men hired to do the 
work there are expected really to labor, not to 
loaf, to do their work neatly, and at such 
times as will cause inconvenience to the 
smallest number of those who foot the bills. 
Possibly the knowledge thus gained might 
lead up to a radical reform in the present 
shiftless and terribly expensive methods of 
paying out the public money for the doing of 
less than half the work that ought to be done, 
and the doing of that without reference to the 
ecm fort and convenience of the public. 


Tux attempt of Mr. Bacon of the Chicago 
Power Supply and Smoke Abating company ”’ 
to spread himself over one or more acres of 
the Lake-Front north of Madison street should 
be stopped with great promptness. That 
land was not rescued from the Illinois Central 
in order to be turn r to him for an in- 
definite time. He was permitted to sink on 
the Lake-Front a shaft fourteen feet square to 
serve as one of the starting points of a system 
of tunnels, Thereupon under his orders 
workmen invaded the Lake-Front, ran up a 
shed to be used as a tool-house, and set to 
work to fence off an extensive strip of land 
to be used ostensibly for tunnel purposes.

currency in circulation north of the border 
line. It is reported that the banks of British 
Columbia will not receive the American silver 
at a discount of less than 20 per cent, while 
the banks in Toronto are refusing it alto- 
gether, alleging they have enough Canadian 
silver coin, and saying it is purer than that 
coined in this country. There is talk of ask- 
ing for legislation in régard to it, but some 
doubt as to the efficacy of any measure that 
could be passed so long as the rail- 
road companies continue to receive 
it as readily as they do the Ca 
nadian silver. The objection raised is not 
the true one. Our silver dollar is the thing 
complained of, and it contains more pure 
metal than do four the Canadian 25-cent 
pieces. Therefore Me bullion value is greater. 
The trouble with anadians isa fear that 
our silver currency not be maintained at 
par with gold, in which case it would drop to 
a purchasing power only equal to that of the 
bullion it contains, which is at present about 
65 cents on the dollar. The Toronto Globe 
states the case bluntly in saying American 
silver will be brought into Canada as long as 
we continue to give a dollar’s worth of goods

Gov. ALramp has acted wisely in checking 
the efforts of one of his appointees to convert 
the Joliet Penitentiary into a sectarian insti- 
tution. The newly appointed Chaplain set 
out to dismiss the various Sunday-school 
teachers who, during the last five years, have 
voluntarily given religious instruction to the 
prisoners, and to place the work they have 
been doing in the hands of thée'students of one 
particular theological seminary. The Gov- 
ernor hearmg of these proposed changes, 
which were having an irritating effect on the 
members of other churches than the one thus 
favored, has notided the Warden of the peni- 
tentiary that inasmuch as the prisoners, so 
far as they had any connéction with churches, 
belonged to different denominations, it will 
be best to keep the religious services in the 
prison, and especially in the Sunday school, 
as free from sectarian bias as possible. This

latest report 39 per cent of the convicts at 
Joliet professed some religious belief, and 
only a tenth of those belonged to that denom- 
ination to which it was proposed to give the 
exclusive control of religious education. As 
for the 61 per cent professing no religious be- 
hef, it would be much better to give them in- 
struction in morality, and especi about 
the wickedness of stealing, than to attempt to 
make them learn the theotogical tenets of any 
sect as set forth in its catechism. The Chap- 
lain was too zealous and too inexperienced.

Keeps Them Waiting, but It Soon Gives 
Way to Enthusiasm—Chepin Music Has 
a Magical Effect—A Lusty Cry for the 
“Minuet”—Critical Review of the Re- 

tell Program, 

Wave upon wave of 


ski yesterday after- 
noon by the people who had gathered at the 
Auditorium to hear him. It was a spectacle 
which few could watch unmoved, because the 
demonstration was so evidently spontaneous 
an honest, irresistible expression ot admira- 
tion for the man and the musician. 

All this, however, occurred at the end of the 
concert. Enthusiasm did not wait upon 
Paderewski at its beginning. He was late, 
and found on going to the piano not thousands 
eager to greet him, but a multitude of peopie 
who had braved mud and rain for his sake 
and who were impatient at the delay. 
It was an audience, however, of which 
any man tess accustomed to  adula- 
tion than Paderewski might well have 
been proud. Lowering clouds and sloppy 
pavements had no terrors for holders of 
tickets to the recital, and the great hall was 
crowded, Every sent from the first row in 
the parquet to the last in the upmost bal- 
cony, 80 far away that sight was impossible, 
was filled, the boxes blossomed with pretty 
gowns and bright bonnets, and eager “people 
lined the foyer and stood along the sides of 
the floor, It was in every sense a representa- 
tive house, in which fashionable people. 
musicians, and the great middle class of 
music-lovers all had a part. 

3 Chopin Wins the Audience. 

It was not until Paderewski began upon the 
Chopin music that he really won his auditors. 
Applause there had been before, but it was 
more or less perfunctory. Chopin and Liszt, 
as he mterpreted them, however, broke down 
the last barrier of reserve and the house gave 
itself up to emotion recklessly. Encore fol- 
lowed encore, and when atlast Paderewski 
returned to the piano everybody’s sentiment 
was voiced by somebody way down in front, 
who shouted in a stentorian voice: 

** Minuet!” . 

And, with asmile, the pianist struck the 
opening notes of his own composition, tne first 
few tones being lostin another outburst of 
approbation. As a second encore the Hun- 
garian Rhapsodie was played. After that Pad- 
erewski was cajoled by much clapping of 
hands and more or less indulgence in the 
Chautauquan salute into bowing to his 
devotees, but with that they were forced to be 
content. * 

The recital opened with one of the marvel- 
ously clear and essentially human perform- 
ances of a Bach Fantaisie and Fugue for 
which M. Paderewski is distinguished. He is 
one of the few piauists who play Bach with 
feelmyg and sentiment, bringing to the inter- 
pretation of the old master’s seemingly cold 
classics the same passion and warmth de- 
manded by more modern works. ‘he result 
is that Bach under Paderewski’s fingers ap- 
peals not only to the intellect, but touches the 
heart as well. 

Beethoven's Sonata, op. 31, No. 3; has not 
been heard here in public, it is believed, since 
Bülow played it. It is a noble creation, rich 
in beauties, and a work grateful for the per- 
former. Why it isso rarely seen upon con- 
cert programs is a mystery, and M. Paderew- 
ki merits thanks for bringing it forward and 
unqualified praise for the masterly manner in 
which he performed it. Notable in his perfect 
rendering were the crisp clearness of the 
Scherzo, and the splendid spirit and vigor of 
the Presto. : 

Seemed To Be Sung: 

Schumann’s lovely Nocturne in F, which 
was heard from the great pianist last week, 
was repeated yesterday and again it seemed 
to be sung ratherthan played, so sustained 
and beautiful were the tones of the melody. 
Applause would know no denial and the artist 
could but give the piece again as encore. 

The Paganini-Schumann Etude was ex- 
quisite in the clearness and crispness with 
which it was played and brought the first use 
of the glissando—an effect Paderewski also 
used. legitimately and with marvelous suc- 
cess in the Liszt Rhapsotie No. 10. 

The Impromptu in B flat and Liszt’s tran- 
scription of the Soiree de Vienne, No. 6, rep- 
resented Schubert on the program. The 
former composition was given here by M. 
Paderewski last year, and then as yesterday 
he received commendation for playing it with 
a sentiment that, while poetic, was virile and 
sane. One of Chopin’s Nocturnes was substi- 
tuted for the Barcarolle named on the pro- 
gram among that master’s works. The G. flat 
Etude was given with wonderful lightuess, 
rapidity, and clearness, and in response to ap- 
plause was supplemented by the so-called 
% Butterfly’ study. A beautiful reading of 
the Berceuse was that which the master offered 
yesterday. It was tender, affectionate, poetic, 
yet never weak nor effeminate—in a word, 
ideal. 

The pianist’s own plaintive Chant du 
Voyageur,” and adainty, pleasing caprice, 
“Spring Dawn,” by William Mason, brought 
the auditor to Lisat s Hungarian Rhapsody,“ 
the closing number on the program. M. 
Paderewski chose the familiar No. 2, and 
gave a performance of it such as he and he 
alone can give. The audience would not de- 
part. and, gracious as ever, he played his own 
% Minuet Antique” and the applause still in- 
sisting upon more, returned again to the 
piano and placed the crowning achievement 
upon an afternoon of magnificent artistic 
work by a thrilimg performance of the 
Rhapsody No. 10. 

M. Paderewski will return to Chicago fora 
single recital the afternoon of April 11, the 
sale of tickets for which will open tomorrow 
morning at Auditorium.

Thore are about 1. 100 wretches who 
are suffering in all the various stages of the 
disease at the settlement, and whenever a new 
case ws discovered in any of the other islands 
under the laws of the country the victim is re- 
moved to Molokai. There is no help for it. 
The sufferers go to the island to associate 
with others who are stricken like themselves, 
and there vot 2 remain until they die. This 
period depends much upon the constitution of 
the unfortunate victim. In most cases it is 
from four to seven years between the appear- 
ance of the disease and death. Sometimes it is 
longer, but not often, 

„Most of the victims now there are native 
Hawaiians. A few are Americans. The whites 
seem much less susceptible to the disease than 
the natives. A visit to the settlement is full 
of interest. 

Mr. Macfarlane said that he liad visited the 
settlement at Molokai about a year and a half 
ago as one of a committee from the Hawaiian 
Legislature, and had thus learned something 
of the life of the lepers, and to some extent 
had become familiar with their condition. The 
disease he did not consider contagious, and, 
while the present methods of segregation are 
in cxistence, there was little or no danker to 
visitors or to whites who might settle on any 
of the group of islands making up the ex- 

ueen’s domain. 

It is said that seven years may elapse be- 
tween the time the leprous po enters the 
system and any visible si of the — 5 
said Mr. Macfarlane. ‘“ When it appears, 
victim is taken to Molokai, and henceforth is 
doomed to remain there in circumstances de- 
pendent much upon his financial condition and 
the disposition of his friends and relatives. 

„Some of the lepers live in fine houses, 
which they have built with their own means. or 
which have been provided by sympathetic 
friends. Each of these has his own tract of land 
to till. He has books to read. His house is für- 
nished to suit his taste and all the luxuries of 
the kingdom are within his reach. The best 
that the markets afford ison his table. He 
may entertain as extensively as is possibile 
with such a limited social circle asthe settle- 
ment affo He has nothing to do but wait 
with grim death slowly and certainly coming 
upon him. | 

The government is bound to provide for 
those who have no means. There are several 
settlements or villages on the island, and to 
some extent the sufferers are classified in 
these. Generally they till the soil, which is a 
good thing, not only because it gives them 
something to distract their attention from 
their own suffermgs and the sufferings of their 
associates, but also because itis a healthful 
thing for them. 

“The Superintendent of the island lives 
apart from allthe patientsin a house sur- 
rounded by ahigh stone wall, within which 
no leper may come. His position is not one 
which would be sought for by most men, but 
he need associate very little with the stricken 
subjects over whom he has control. Physi- 
cians and nurses are employed who attend to 
the wants ot the striken people they ro- 
port to the Superintendent, 

“(One might imagine that this settlement 

would be a gloomy place, filled with bei 
who were in abject misery, the abode of suf- 
fermg, with no sunshine or any bright side to 
life. This is a mistake, The lepers seem to 
be happy. Many of them spend their leisure 
time in gambling. They own hvurees, and 
nearly everybody is an expert rider. They 
have picnics, gala days, and all manner of 
celebrations. The casual visitor would say 
they were a happy, easy-going race, who had 
as much ee . ——— of human 
de — perhaps more than the average. 
“The visits of the committee from the Leg- 
islature are made the occasion of great festiv- 
ities. The day is looked forward to from the 
time it is first announced, and when the visit- 
ing statesmen come they are received with a 
procession whith, for picturesque beauty, is 
unsurpassed. houses are decorated. 
Every one is at his best, and the visitors are 
met at the steamship landing and escorted to 
the Superintendent’s house. 

The procession is one of the most peculiar 
which could be gotten up anywhere. Men, 
women, and children, all on horseback, make 
itup, and their costumes are striking and 
unique. The women ride astride, and they 
have a styie of dress which is not down in any 
of the fashion plates. They wind about their 
bodies and legs long streamers of the most 
brightly colored fabrics. form not 
only their dress, but the saddle, and are of all 
colurs of the rainbow. Imagine a hundred or 
more stout Kanaka women decorated in this 
way flying ata canter up the road, while be- 
hind each the ends of these red, white, and 
blue streamers trail out over the horses’ tails 
to alength of six or eight feet. They look 
like a group of circus riders in unusually 
bright costumes. In the distance they seem 
to be well, and it is only on a near view that 
traces of the disease may be discove Even 
when their disease has reached an advanced 
stage they join in these parades, escorting the 
visiting meinbers of the Legislature. 

„On these occasions they have an opportu- 
nity to state any grievance they may have, 
and they avail themselves of the opportunity. 
They are born speechmakers, and the 
harangue the committee, sometimes wit 
force and eloquence. They are, in fact, weil 
treated, but they complain of everything. 
They want a new Superintendent, they say, 
who will be more kind and sympathetic, y 
want relief from work in the fielc They 
want more bread and meat in their weekly 
allowance from the government. They want 
better houses and they want more horses. In 
short, they take occasion to present a general 
list of grievar.ces. The lawmakers listen pa- 
tienly and they appear to be satisfied, 

“Their numbers are not increasing very 
rapidly, and there seems to be no especial rea- 
son for the new cases which from time to 


time appear.

Monte Carlo has had snow- 
storms. and the hills around there have been 
coated with snow. Trains have been snow-bound 
on their way through France to the supposed 
sunny regions. Constantinople has experienced 
several snow storms, and reports of similar wintry 
and unusual weather come even from the warmer 
regions of Asia Minor.

BLAINE ON CANADIAN RECIPROCITY. 


Governor-General of Canada Sabmits the 
Record of the Washington Conference. 

Orrawa, Ont., March 8&—The Governor- 
General has transmitted to Parliament the 
record of the conference at Washington Feb. 
15, 1892, between the Canadian delegates, Mr. 
Blaine and Secretary Foster. The following 
portion, which relates to reciprocity, is the 
Canadian version: 

Mr. Blaine said he could understand why Cana- 
da was reluctant to enter into a treaty of unlim- 
ited reciprocity, but that no other arrangement 
would suit the United States, and that it must be 
accom by discrimination in favor of the 
Uni States especially against Great Britain, 
which was America’s greatest competitor, and 
that it must be likewise accompanied by the 
adoption of a aniform tariff for the United States 
and Canada equal to that of the United States. 
Unless such points were guarded there would be 
no security on the one hand from smuggling 
along a border line over 3,000 miles, or on the 


other of maintaining the present protective | 


policy of the United States. 

Mr. Blaine added:. We would expect to 
have the Canadians to com pete with in manu- 
facturing, but no one else.

than during the Baring: crisis and tighter than 
money has been at any time in Chicago since the 
panic of 1873. This isa pretty broad statement 
and would hardly be borne out entirely, it is prob- 
able, but there 1s without doubt much foundg- 
tion for it.
